Missionary's escape after eight 
months' ordeal in island jungle 

By MERTQN WOODS 

Now SEiffi in New Zealand, Mrs. Emily Sprott, a 
woman missionary. Is recovering from a remarkable ordeal 
on Santa Ysabel, Solomon Islands. The only white women 
left on the island, she hid eight months in the jungle 
from the Japanese after rtiey landed. 

The Japanese scorched relentlessly for her with land patrols and 
aircraft end triad to intimidate the natives into revealing her hiding 
place.

A SLIGHT, greying; wonmn, 
Mrs. Sprott told me at 
her ordeal while resting at 
Lhe home or relatives in Wel- 
lington. New Zealand. 

"The nerve-strain of hiding 
and Hue lack of proper loot} 
have weakened my eyesight," 
she said, ■but otherwise I 
suffer no ill-effects from my 
life in the Jungle. 

"The natives, to whom I 
have been -Mother' for nearly 
30 years, steadfastly reined to 
tell the Japanese where I was. 

"From May until December, 
1942, the natives hid me In a 
camouflaged leaf hut Ihey had 
built for me lr. the rain forests 
on Santa Ysabel." she told me.
